"How snowy white your fingers look 


against the scarlet wool!" was the 
favorite speech of grandfather when 
he was paying suit to grandmother 
who, 
if history is correct, never al 


lowed little things like love and court 
ship to distract her mind one minute 
from her knitting. 


The modern young man is robbed of 


any opportunity to make these pretty 
speeches, for the wool is no longer 
scarlet but khaki. 
Worse yet, the 


maiden sits before a cold, steel ma- 
chine and grinds off socks in as many 
minutes as it takes hours to knit them. 


This is what efficiency does to ro- 


mance. 


In the various Red Cross workrooms 


of the New York County Chapter there 
are nearly seventy-five sock machines. 
Eight of these are In the model work- 
room at 20 East Thirty-eighth street and 
others that have been ordered are held 
up by traffic conditions. Here instruc- 
tors teach the use of the machine to 
Red Cross workers. 


A complete pair of socks can be 


made on the machine in 25 minutes. 
The machine looks like a cross between 
fishing tackle and a pile driver. The 
worker threads it through the arm and 
carrier on to the threader. The body 
of the machine is a circle of needles 
bent at the ends like crochet hooks.

Mr. Williams succeeded in having all 
of the fishing iaws of Florida remain 


just as they were passed by the state 
ieuislature 


The ruling of the administration 


suspending the state law relative to 
the closed season lor catching mullet 
was not gone into at this time by Mr. 
Williams, as it is still several months 
before the closed season begins. 
It 


is unlawful to catch mullet from Nov. 
20 to Jan. 20. a period of 60 days. Ad- 
ministration rulings suspended this 


law, 
which means there will be no 


closed season on mullet.

ie proposed new counties does not pay 
ust proportion of the expenses of running 
schools needs some explanation, just as 


ar road fund figures needed explaining. If 
e schools in this territory have been run on 
loney raised on the '.vest side of the county, 
there is something wrong with the figures. 


Some Figures on School Funds 


1 have before me the report of the pro- 


ceedings of the last meeting of the county 
school board, when the budget for income 
and expenditures for the coming year was 
adopted. This budget shows an estimated in- 
come from the seven-mills general school tax 
on a total assessed valuation of $11,314,316, 
of $85,703.32. 


The total assessed valuation of property in 


the two proposed new counties will be, ap- 
proximately, $7,750,000. 
The seven-mills 


assessment on this valuation for general 
school purposes will give an income of $53,- 
250. 
The budget of the county school board 


estimates an income of $2,600 from poll 
taxes; granting that these two proposed new 
counties pay 70 per cent of the taxes, we 
should have an income of $1,800 from this 
source; from hunting licenses we should have 
$980; from the state interest fund, $1,050; 
from the state one-mill tax, $5,250; a total 
income of $63,350. Suppose we add to this 
the three-mills special school tax, which is 
paid by practically all of the districts in this 
territory, andAve have $23,250 more, or a 
total income of §86,600. 


The estimate of expenses made by the 


county school board is a total of $7,600 for 
.administration expense, which includes sal- 


" ary of superintendent, pay of school board 


members, office expense, traveling expense, 
etc. Suppose we take two-thirds of that ex- 
pense, which is $5,066. The estimate of ex- 
pense for transportation is $18,493; we will 
take two-thirds of that expense, or $12,164. 
The estimate of commissions to the tax col- 
lector is $1,800; we will take 70 per cent of 
that, or $1,260. This makes a total expense, 
outside of teachers' salaries, of $18,490. 


School Tax Can Be Lowered 


The county school board also prepares a 


budget of expenses for teachers' salaries for 
the schools, and the total of these salaries for 
all of the schools in the proposed new coun- 
ties, including the white and colored schools, 
is $37,830. This gives a grand total of $56,- 
320 as the cost for maintenance of the schools 
in this territory for six months, or an average 
'of $9,386 per month. With a total estimated 
income of $86,600 from the seven-mills and 
three-mills tax, and an average expense of 
$9,386 per month, we can run every school in 
the territory embraced in the proposed two 
new counties, white and colored, for eight 
months in the year, instead of six, and have 
a balance of $11,512 to pay janitors, sup- 
plements, incidentals and help make up the 
salaries of the superintendents. By conduct- 
ing the country schools for six months and the 
colored schools for four months, as they are 
now conducted, you can readily figure that 
the taxes collected for school purposes can 
be lowered in the proposed new counties and 
still have plenty of money to meet the ex- 
penses, or the millage can be left as at present 
and the schools given longer terms and the 
teachers better salaries. 


Criminal Court Burden to Taxpayers 


While we are on the subject of county ex- 


penses, and along the line of your claim that 
a division of the county will make our taxes 


soar, I would like to call your attention to 
the plank in the platform of the county di- 
vision candidates which calls for no criminal 
courts in the new counties. You know, Dr. 
Hulley, or if you don't you should know, that 
one of the biggest and most useless expenses 


j saddled onto Volusia county today is that 
1 same criminal court. 
I am informed that 


one and a quarter mills are levied in this 
county for the fine and forfeiture fund, which, 
figured on the total assessed valuation of 
$11,546.000, makes a total of $14,432 in 
taxes collected each year for this fund. If 
the proposed two new counties pay 70 per 
cent of the taxes of the county, we can save 
70 per cent of this sum, or $8,560, to the tax- 
payers of these counties—and that doesn't, 
sound like an incrase in taxes for us, and 
furnishes another puncture for your inflated 
statement about soaring taxes. 


Who Is the "We" of Volusia County? 
I can not close my reply to your letter with- 


out a reference to the last sentence of your 
interesting letter to me, which reads as fol- 
lows : "And then we have just voted Daytona 
and her neighbors—but not ourselves—a big 
sum for home guards." I would like to ask 
you, Dr. Hulley, to whom that word "we" 
refers? With the Daytona and New Smyrna 
districts paying 70 per cent of the taxes of 
the county, in what sense do you use the word 
"we?" With the majority of the population 
of the county on the east side and paying the 
larger part of the taxes, it is the fact that we 
are compelled to submit to that "we" of the 
west side which has been chaffing us for 
years, and which applies to us the yoke which 
we are determined to throw off. Because 
the west side minority population paying the 
smaller portion of the taxes holds a three- 
fifths representation on the board of county 
commissioners, a two-thirds representation on 
the county school board and every public of- 
fice in the county, except the district offices, 
the politicians of DeLand and the political 
gang which has ruled the county courthouse 
for years evidently believe they ha\e an in- 
herited right to be the perpetual "we" of 
Volusia county. The figures I have quoted 
above show the treatment in the matter of 
taxes collected and expended which the east 
side has received from the "we" of DeLand 
I'll admit it was very nice of "we" to permit 
us to get back a few dollars of our tax money 
for the equipment of home guards companies 
on the east side. 


Why Does DeLand Fight Division? 


There is one sentiment expressed in your 


letter which I can not really understand. If 
you believe that the proposed new counties 
are a continual financial drag on Volusia 
county, why should you object so strenuously 
to our being cut loose from Volusia? 
Why 


should the "we" part of Volusia county be so 
determined to hold us under their control? 
We are willing to take our chances on stand- 
ing alone and permit the "we"' part of Vo- 
lusia county to do the same. If we are a 
burden to you, why deny us that privilege? 


I am glad you felt that the writer was 


courteous to you when you were in the News 
office recently. We are always glad to see 
you, Dr. Hulley, it is always a pleasure to 
talk to you, and we give you a cordial invita- 
tion to come any time—in fact we extend to 
you now an invitation to come over and see 
us some time in Turnbull county. However, 
we must decline your invitation to arrange a 
public meeting for you to come here to dis- 
cuss your candidacy for the state senate. 
That is the business of your political man- 
ager.
